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and 10-11, "end planes", "the end planes... ;and" and "30% of a radial reach of the end planes"; 
Claim 6, "25%"; claims 6-16, "sealing surfaces", must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claim 1, line 2, "end planes", how can sliding ring gasket having end planes. 

Claim 2, line 2, "X20 Crl3", unclear what this means. 

Claim 3, line 2, "RM 800-950 N/m A 2", unclear what this means. 

Claims 6, 10-11, 13-15, "the annular sealing surfaces", lacks antecedent basis. This also occurs 
in claims 5, 12 and 16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one >e;ir prior to the date of application lor paicni in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Takeda (JP. 58088267). 

Takeda discloses a sliding gasket having a plane surface which is made of stainless steel, having 
a coating (coating formed by nitriding the chrome steel) on an annular part section (4), an inward 
section (e.g. section that is offset, as shown in figures 2 and 3) from the annular part section, the 
offset is formed by an angle, the annular part section is less than 30% of the radial reach of the 
end plane, the stainless steel is a chrome stainless steel and the stainless steel as best understood 
is same as applicants and would have hardness of 800-95 0N/M A 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 4-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takeda in view of Peickii et al (US. 3,086,782). 

Takeda discloses the invention substantially as claimed above but fails to disclose that the 
coating having a thickness of 0.3mm. Peickii discloses a coating that has a thickness as claimed 
by applicant. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to 
have the coating of Takeda to have a thickness as taught by Peickii, to provide a coating with 
sufficient strength and heat resistance (column 3, lines 21-23 of Peickii). 

8. Claims 6, 10, 11, 13, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Takeda. 

Takeda discloses the claimed invention except that the sealing surfaces to be 25% of the radial 
reach of the end plane or 5mm or 3mm. Discovering an optimum range of a result effective 
variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re Kulling, 895 F.2d 1 147, 14 USPQ 2d 1056. 
Without the showing of some unexpected result. Since applicant has not shown some 
unexpected result the inclusion of this limitation is considered to be a matter of choice in design. 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have the radial with of the annular sealing surfaces to be 3mm or 5mm or 25% of the 
radial reach of the end plane as a matter of design choice and choosing the radial width is 
considered to be a predictable value depending on the size of the sliding ring gasket. 

9. Claims 12 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takeda 
and Peickii. 
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Takeda and Peickii disclose the claimed invention except that the face is 25% of the radial reach 
of the end plane or 5mm or 3mm. Discovering an optimum range of a result effective variable 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Kulling, 895 F.2d 1 147, 14 USPQ 2d 1056. Without 
the showing of some unexpected result. Since applicant has not shown some unexpected result 
the inclusion of this limitation is considered to be a matter of choice in design. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
the radial with of the annular sealing surfaces to be 3mm or 5mm or 25% of the radial reach of 
the end plane as a matter of design choice and choosing the radial width is considered to be a 
predictable value depending on the size of the sliding ring gasket.
